Having be- 
tides spent n littlo time previously in 
Paiis, I hud perhaps become somewhat 
Frenchified. I had to this extent any- 
way—that I woro my hair rather short 
and wascd the ends of my mustache. To 
this ciicnrnstanco mid to the fact that 
I spoko French in preference to either 
EugliUi or German mu«t, I imagine, be 
attributed the anuoyiuce, nnd even trou- 
ble, to which I soon began to be sub- 
jected. 


When I first took up my temporary 


abode in the imperial city, I made tho 
necessary announcement of my iutontiou 
to the police. I made it irom tho Hotel 
Garni, in which I first installed myself. 
I madcitngaini'iom the private lodging 
I hired. I lepcatwl it whun I removed 
to more commodious and salubrious 
quarters in tho suburbs of tho city. 


Bnt nil this wa'j not enough. I had no 


sooner settled down iu my new quarters 
—nay, before I had time thus to scttlo 
down—I was honored by one of tho gen- 
try with tho pickelhaube aud sword 
who pa«s for policemen iu that hind of 
boldicm. 


Ho generally commenced by asking 


my muno and profession, w hero I was 
born, who was my father and who my 
mother, what I came to the fatherland 
for and other similar questions. Whilo 
thus catechisiug mo he would take mi- 
nuto fctock of my apartment. His visit 
would be followed in a day or two by 
that of another officer, who would put 
me through the samo or u very similar 
catechism. Then, by way of variation, 
I would be summoned to one of the dis- 
trict police stations—places more liko 
barracks than anything else—thero to bo 
again subjected to a perfect enfilade of 
questionings and cross questionings. 
These were all tho more perplexing be- 
cause of my inability to express myself in 
German and my tormentors' ignorance 
of either French or English, 


This went on, as I say, for some time, 


till, iu fact, I was nt my wits' end to 
know what it all meant. I asked several 
of my friends, but they could not en- 
lighten me. I proposed to shut the door 
iu the faco of the next pickelhaubo that 
called and refuse to respoud to the sum- 
mons of the next inspector—or what- 
ever ho might be—of police. But tho 
bare suggestion of such a course horri- 
fied my friends, for Frankfort was then 
a conquered city aud was treated as 
such. They infoimcd mo that to act in 
such s, way would bo regarded as taflta- 
mouut to high treason, aud that as the 
result I might find myself in prison or 
else conducted with scant ceremony over 
the frontier.
